Themost curious and elaborate custom 


ot the Passamaquoddy Indians is called 
"PutHnS on* the Joy Clothes." 
When a 


married man dies and a Passamaquoddy 
squaw becomes a widow, she puts on a 
mourning dress 6f black goods. 
This she 


wears lor one year. At the expiiation of 
that time, she procures the "joy clothes," 
a gown of some gay color. Her friends 
and relatives gather at her house or the 
house of a relative, and one of the old dea- 
cons of the tribe makes a long speech to 
the suivivor, in which he Accounts in the 
Indian tongue the virtues of the deceased. 
At the end of his speech he says, 
"You 


are now free. All you need do now is bo 
pray for your soul." 
All remain silent for a few moments. 


Thcri comes the "putting on of the hat.'\ 
At a signal, the oldest relative puts the 
joy hat on. the relict, and at the same in- 
stanti the cannon down on the shoi e is 
toachcd oft', i 


Thle queerest part of the ceremony then 


t.ikes place. , The whole company go to 
the town hall.

sain^ of the Passamaquoddy tribe, 
lie 


wqs a most femartable man. Tall, hand- 
sopae,* coucfcly, liberally cultured a cd 
iinturally eloquent, he might have been a 
bish 5p, batfhe gave his life to this poor 
ignorant tribe. He lived with them eleven 
year^ in their wigwams, ate their fare a ad 
shared ttieirfortunes. They did not live 
in "wh'ife man's houses" then andhad few 
of tne conveniences which they .now pos- 
sess, but their ways of life were more like 
those of their ancestors. 
Father Desmil- 


liers lo\ed f them as bis father loves his 
family. Hte did more to reclaim the tribe 
from barbarism than any of its benefac- 
tors. I asked one of them about a certain 
heatten superstition and he said: 


"We no have that no more since Father 


DesmiUiers here." 


Th s good father's life is one of the 


raauj instances of self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion furnished 
by the Eoman Catholic 


I ppjesi hood. Another, if I may say it, is 


seeh n the daily walk of EJather O'Dowd, 
who s doibg all n man can do to promote 
the morality, thrift and welfare of his 
dark-skinned charges. He goes to Pleas- 
ant Point Ijrom Eastport twice a week and 
has u strange paternal influence over the 
Indians. Thfe fear of a plain talk from 
Father O'Dowd restrains them from many 
a pecadillo 
He is n mild man but has all 


the courage of ah old Abennqi warrior. J 
was told an anecdote of his way of admin- 
istering jus ,ice which illustrates the patri- 
archal and i determined course which he 
finds nrcessary in dealing with the tribe. 
Being present at one of the Indians1 
dances, he found there some young white 
rowdtes from the adjoining town of Perry, 
who had the reputation of having wronged 
two 
:>* the Indian girls.

ordered several of the stout Indians to tie 
tbc w-iite ijowdies with ropes and then 
ducked theth thoroughly in the river. U he 
fellows haye not gone, near the village 
since.
